A genuine Copy of a Letter from an Officer 
of the Garriſon of Gibraltar, who was em- 
barked in the Fleet on the late Expedition 
to Minerca, to a Perſon of Diſtinction i in 
London. 


„ 


OU was pleaſed to lay your Command N 
on me to write to you, and I preſume 
you naturally expect a Relation of our Expedi- 
tion, as you know I have been ſome Time 
converſant in Sea-affairs laſt War. I wiſh you 
Politicians at Home would have enabled us

to have given you an Account more agreeablo 
to us; and more ſuitable to the Intereſt of our 
Country, by enabling us to anſwer the Inten- 
tion of the Expedition, Sen] 


= I cannot be very patticular in my Narra- 
tion for want of Leiſure, as we are in a great 
Hurry, preparing to attack the French again; 
but our brave Friends at Minorca ſtill hold out 
in Hopes of Relief, and by our laſt Accounts 
the Enemy were very ſickly; ſo that our Ob- 
ligations muſt be to the Climate, if theſe old 
Veterans are ſaved from becoming the Sacri- 
fice, which they in all Appearance were in- 
tended. What elſe can you call it? An 
Iſland, from its Situation and Harbour, more 
neceſſary to England in Time of a French 
War, than any it is poſſeſſed of, to be left; af- 
ter two Months Intelligence of the Deſigns 
upon it, without Re-inforcements or Neceſ- 
faries of any Kind; a great many of the prin- 
cipal Officers and Subalterns of the Regiments 
there abſent, and a poor little diſtreſſed Squa- 
dron that had neither Victuals or Stores to 
ſupport it, but what it drew from that very 
Garriſon, which groaned for its own Supplies. 
| At length, when this Iſland might be reaſon- 
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ably ſuppoſed no longer ours, and its Garriſon 
deprived of all Hopes of Succours being in- 
| troduced; when every Way cloſely beſieged 
and attacked by the Enemy's numerous 
Troops and Batteries: a Squadron ſet Sail 
from England; but this Squadron far inferior

Admiral * with his Squadron arrived 
at our Garriſon in their Way to fave Minorca, 
near three Weeks after the Enemy had Poſ- 

| ſeffion of every Foot of that Iſland, except 
the Ground the Caſtle ſtands upon, and after 
taking a Detachment from hence, to ſupply 
the Place of thoſe Soldiers and Seamen that 
were left in St. Philip's Caſtle to re-inforce 
the Garriſon ; failed to meet a ſuperior Force 
to 
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to attempt an Impoſſiblity, vis, raiſing the 
Siege of St. Philip's Caſtle without Troops |

ral Letters to different Perſons: If our Squa- 
dron had met with the Fate moſt probable to

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which in my Opinion nothing but the Poltro- 
nery or miſtaken Policy of the Enemy ſaved 
us from.
